The problem of rescuing the orphaned Jewish 
children of Europe made a particularly profound 
impression on the delegates, who pledged them- 
ives to exert every effort to salvage those chuil-

and above these solid gains, is it too much to hope that 
the delegates will return home refreshed in mind and 
spirit, buoyed up by the unquestionable confirmations 
which the very existence of the Conference proclaims that 
the Jewries of the world are profoundly conscious of their 
unity? Fortified by the realisation of this fraternity, which 
threatens no man and looks only to the realisation of the

Ihe very composition of the gathering points to the 
growing feeling of Jewish solidarity, for it contains 
representatives of all schools of Jewish thought, of all 
brands of Judaism and perhaps of none, of many political 
colours and creeds, animated by the desire to discuss 
together their ‘specifically Jewish problems.

which other faiths would not class as strictly religious. It 
was this awakening that drew them into brotherly harmony 
with their opponents in the demand for Jewish immigration 
into Palestine. Is it too much to hope that inthe unfettered 
play of fact and argument during the Conference they will 
see a little clearer that in a normal Jewish existence in 
Palestine, and in Palestine alone, may be found that solution 
of the whole Jewish problem, the solution alike for those 
who vo there and those who don't, which will in course of

150.000 Polish Jews, who will be added to their 80,000 co 
religionists now resident in Poland. A number have aircacy 
returned, and their wretched plight is described in a dispatch 
this week from. our Warsaw Correspondent. They have come 
into a. land which is itself only kept going at all with ihe 
utmost difficulty and with the extensive help given by Russi. 
Most of them belonged formerly to the more prosperous secuon 
of the communit® the intelligentsia,-and the well-to-do manu” 
facturers, and few of them have any trade. Thus they can 
not supply the engineers, technicians, tailors, and Bootmaker’ 
of whom Poland is in such dire need. The repatriates are 
desperately poor.. Many have learned that the relatives they 
hoped to find are dead: They are hopeless, embittered by the 
scant help they get, lonely and disillusioned at the thovgn 
that they are forgotten even by their own coreligionists. What 
is to become of this tremendous new aggregation of human 
suffering, which looks out on a bleak’ prospect’ while 
men. quarrel over. rules of procedure?
